M easures Suggested for A m eliorating 
Ireland’s Condition. 
L o n d o n , November 25:h.—Immediately 
after the Commons was called to order to­ 
day the Queen’s speech was read. 
The speech declares the relations of her 
Majesty’s Government with the various 
foreign powers are unchanged, and con­ 
tinues: “The general condition of Ireland 
has sensibly improved under the sanitary 
legislation which you have applied to it; 
but I have learned, with deep regret, that a 
serious deficiency in the potato crop in cer­ 
tain parts threatens a recurrence of those 
periods of severe distress to which the 
population of the western couDties is 
peculiarly exposed by the industrial and 
economic conditions under which they live. 
I trust the measures of my Government may 
mitigate the immediate evil and dimish the 
probability of its returning. It appears to 
be desirable, far the increase of content­ 
ment and the diminution of political dis­ 
turbances throughout Ireiend, to lake 
measures for augmenting the number of 
owners engaged in the actúa! cultiva’ion of 
the iand. A' measure having this object in 
view will be laid before you. 
‘ Your attention will be invited to the ex­ 
pediency of aiieviating the burden which 
the law of compulsory education has. 
within recent years, imposed upon the 
poorer portions of the people. 
“In case time for further legislation 
should be found, I have directed toe prep­ 
aration of bilis for the enactment of a re­ 
form in the system of county government 
of Ireland analagous to that put iu opera­ 
tion for Great Britain; for the establish­ 
ment ot distinct councils; for the extension 
of facilities for purchasing small parcels of 
land in Great Britain; for amending the 
iaw in respect to the compensation nayable 
by employers in case of injury to persons 
in their employment; for consolidating and 
amending the laws relating to public 
health; for the appointment of public trus­ 
tees, and for increasing the security of 
friendly societies ar.d savings banks.” 
There was a full attendance at the open­ 
ing of the session of the Commons. Par­ 
nell was present and took the seat he 
usually occupies, bat soon retired to the 
lobby. 
When the Deputy Speaker read letters 
announcing the conviction of Dillon and 
O'Brien, Parnell reappeared, and from the 
extreme end of the benches pushed his 
way forward to a seat on the third bench. 
Shortly after Parneli appeared, Gladstone 
entered the House and was greeted with 
loud cheers. 
After the reading of the Queen's speech, 
Balfour gave notice that ke would intro­ 
duce four bilU relating to Ireland. 
Gladstone gave notice of the introduction 
of a bill to remove the disability which 
prevents Catholics from occupying the of 
tices of Lord Chancellor of England and 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 
Slaney moved a resolution simply thank­ 
ing the Queen for the address. 
Gladstone, referring to Smith's announce­ 
ment of the Government’s intention to take 
up the whole time of the House until Gov­ 
ernment bills were read a second time, to 
important matters, asked if the Commons 
was to understand that there was nothing 
in the differences with the United States 
regarding Behring Sea ?

The Irish Leader D eclares that He W ill 
Not R etire. 
L on d on , November 25th.—At a meeting 
of the Irish Home Rule members cf Par­ 
liament. held to-day before the opening of 
the session of the Commons, Parnell was 
present. He was loudly cheered as he en­ 
tered the room. A motion was made that 
Parnell be re-elected Chairman of the Irish 
Parliamentary party and it was carried 
unanimously. It was announced that Par­ 
nell will retain the leadership at the ex­ 
press desire of his followers. 
Parnell made an address to the meeting, 
in which he thanked his followers for his 
re-election. He said it was for the Irish 
members to decide whether he should lead. 
If their decision had been negative, or if 
there had bepn any diversity of opinion, he 
would cheerfully have withdrawn from 
public life. Nothing but a conviction that 
his coiijagues desired still to utilize his 
services in their common cause induced 
him to rpsurne the position in which his 
altered circumstances exposed him and 
them to the attacks of their opponents. 
The Press Association states if Parnell 
persists in retaining the public leadership 
of the Irish party, Gladstone will refuse to 
countenance any amendment to the address 
in reply to the Queen's speech, and will 
immediately return to Hawarden and not 
appear in Parliament until the Christmas 
holidays. 
Parnell held a conference with Justin 
McCarthy this forenoon in the Parliament 
building. 
Parnell handed McCarthy a 
bundle of papers containing memoranda 
for his guidance as Sessional Chairman of 
the Irish party. 
D ublin, November 25’h.—The Freeman's 
Journal says the report that Parnell is to 
retire is absolutely without foundation. 
The Express states that Gladstone hinted 
to Purnell it would be better for the Irish 
cause if he would not attend the coming 
session of Parliament. 
P.irnell's friends say they will not allow 
him to absent himself. 
Gl a d st o n e's a d v ic e . 
L o n d o n , November 25.h.—At the request 
of Gladstone, Morley has communicated to 
Parnell a letter written Monday to Morley 
by Gladstone. In it Mr. Gladstone says: 
“After using all the means of observation 
and reflection in my power I arrived at the 
conclusion that, notwithstanding the splen­ 
did services rendered by Parnell to his 
country, his continuance at the present 
moment in the leadership would be pro­ 
ductive of consequences disastrous in the 
highest degree to Ireland.” 
Gladstone adds further, as an expansion 
of his conclusions, that Parnell’s continu­ 
ance as leader would not only place many 
friends of the Irish cause iu a position of 
great embarrassment, but would render his 
(Gladstone’s) retention of the leadership of 
the Liberal party, based as it had been 
mainly on the prosecution of the Irish 
cause, almost a nullity. 
These views, he s3ys, he bad expressed 
personally to McCarthy, which ex­ 
pansion of his views he had begged Mc­ 
Carthy to regard as confidential if he found 
that Parnell contemplated spontaneous 
action, but he also begged that McCarthy 
would make known to the Irish party at 
to day’s meeting that such was his conclu­ 
sion if he should find that Parnell has not 
in contemplation auy step of the nature in­ 
dicated. He wrote to Morley in case Mc­ 
Carthy should be unable to communicate 
with ParnetL 
In conclusion, Gladstone says: “I have 
thought it best to put this in terms simple 
and direct, much as I should have liked 
to alleviate the personal nature of the situ­ 
ation as respects the manner of conveying 
what my public duty has made it an obli­ 
gation to say.” 
It is learned that Gladstone had an in­ 
terview with Parnell before the publication 
of the letter, and urged him to retire. 
The letter caused intense excitement in 
the lobbies. 
LIBERALS STAMPEDING. 
At the meeting of the Nationals to-night 
nothing was done, and another was ar­ 
ranged for to-morrow. Several Liberal 
candidates announced their withdrawal 
from the campaign, foreseeing defeat. 
The Parnellites openly assert that they 
will stick by Parnell, even if they delay 
Home Rule fifteen years. 
Gladstone is annoyed because Parnell at 
the meeting did not mention the interview 
with Morley, acd he resents keenly Par­ 
nell's disregard of his protest. The Con- 
servatists and Unionis's gleefully chat over 
the split in the Opposition. The Liberal 
newspapers in many instances comment 
on strongest terms upon Parnell flouring 
Gladstone and his contempt for the Lib­ 
eral allies.

Abner, a Cheyenue Indian, from the Chey­ 
enne and Arapahoe Reservation, I. T., says 
the Messiah craze has taken hold of the 
Indians there, and they are arming and be­ 
coming very restless. A Sioux, acting as a 
missionary, has come from the north to 
teach the new religion to the southern 
tribes. He preaches to them that anyone 
who does not believe in the new religion 
will be destroyed, aDd so works upon tbe 
imaginations ot these people that they fall 
prostrate to the ground, and while lying 
there the missionary pretends to cast some 
spell on them, and when they arise they 
declare they have seen the new Christ, and 
at once join in the ghost dance. The new 
religion has also spread to the Kiowas, Co- 
manches aud Apaches. 
CANADIAN BOUNDARY TO BE PROTECTED. 
W innipeg, November 25th.—Private in­ 
formation has been received from the Do­ 
minion capital that the military forces here 
are ordered to be in readiness4a proceed to 
the international boundary to prevent any 
American Indians, who are thought about 
to go on the warpath, from crossing into 
British territory or inciting the British In­ 
dians to join the uprising.

They have abandoned the men’s houses, 
said he, and will not return to them or to 
the agency. The supposition here is that 
if Sitting Bull hears of serious trouble at 
Pine Ridge, or if the military attempt to 
take him, he and his followers will make 
at once for the lower agencies, thereby de­ 
claring war.

FARMERS' ALLIANCE 
AIMS. 
AND ITS 


The Farm ers’ Alliance, an organization 
that made itself felt so materially in the 
W est in the recent election, has planted a 
branch of the association in this State, 
and the preamble and platform of its dec­ 
larations we yesterday printed. 
This new factor in political life is to be 
recognized. 
Only bald stupidity will ig­ 
nore it. 
W hat it announces as the pur­ 
poses of the organization becomes m atter 
for public debate, and it eaunot be put 
aside as a passing whim or the temporary 
sweeping of a new broom. 
In the plat­ 
form adopted at San Jose last week by the 
Alliance there is much to commend, some 
things of doubtful character and some 
that cannot be considered wise. 
But it is 
to he expected of new organizations that 
they will run in their demands to some 
extremes. 
Time and experience can be 
trusted to tone them, however. 
Generally it is to be said that the coun­ 
try cannot have any reasonable fear from 
the aggregated demands and the declara­ 
tions of the iaborers and investors in agri­ 
culture. 
They may in some directions 
run oil' after error and exploded theory, 
but as a whole the farmer class, by reason 
of habit of life, environment and the 
strongest of human motives, is representa­ 
tive of sound timber in the national 
structure. 
It does not stand out as repre­ 
sentative of criminality, chicane, the sel­ 
fishness of the liquor interest, of vicious 
influences or scheming and conscienceless 
ambition. 
To the thoughtful, therefore 
it must be apparent that while there will 
be misdirection of effort even by the-e 
representatives of the chief productive in­ 
dustry of the United States—-just as there 
was in the mistaken policy of the Granger 
element in the W est a few years ago rela­ 
tive to transportation regulation—yet, that 
on the whole the organizations of rural 
elements are more likely to be conserva­ 
tive of genuine progress and reform th-.u 
are metropolitan political agencies. 
The Alliance declares with much em­ 
phasis that it is seeking only the truth ; 
th at no other conclusions are desired or 
sought, except such as rest upon reason 
and perfect 
justice and recognition of 
human rights. 
W e are to accept such 
declaration as sincere, and believe, until 
action by the Alliance contradicts it, that 
it will be bound by that announcement of 
purpose in all it undertakes to do, and 
that it is prepared to debate public ques­ 
tions with calmness and upon Hues of rea­ 
son and to confess error as readily as it 
will claim credit. 
T he subjects taken up by the platform 
of the Alliance are many; and considera­ 
tion of them covers much of the range of 
political economy and financial policy. 
It 
must, therefore, be extended and deliber­ 
ate consideration that is to be given to 
the platform, that genuine merit in the 
articles of faitli may be commended, and 
error pointed out. 
Upon the question of 
the restriction of the liquor traffic, the 
declaration of the Alliance i- clear-cut and 
unmistakable. 
The body ran oil after no 
fads, no patent remedies for conservation 
of sobriety; it committed itself neither to 
the extreme of total abstinence, the m id­ 
dle-ground of local option, the questions of 
high or low license, or the radicalism of 
prohibition. 
But it did point its finger 
with unerring certainty and directness at 
a patent evil. 
This, we take it, means that 
the Alliance is for strict control and severe 
regulation, whatever other views its m em ­ 
bership may entertain concerningthe liquor 
traffic as a factor influencing the social an l 
political organization of the day. 


but its body failed to provide the compul­ 
sion—it did no more than to declare a 
truism, that it is the duty of the citizen to 
register and to vote. 
The best thought does not support the 
proposition that electors should be com­ 
pelled to vote. 
Casting the ballot is the 
right of an American sovereign; it is like­ 
wise an inestimable privilege and a duty. 
But if one does not exercise it voluntarily 
it is not that free-will expression which 
the fundamental idea of self-government 
contemplates. 
Conscience should stand 
behind the ballot, and there are times 
when conscience may bid the voter to stay- 
ins hand. 
The scruple may be ill-founded, 
and all that, but it is nevertheless to be 
respected as the scruple of conscience. 
Our Constitution does not pronounce vot­ 
ing to be an obligation that must be dis- 
chatged under pain of penalty. 
The right 
of the citizen to withhold his ballot is, 
therefore, as invincible as is his right to 
vote. 
It might be well enough to oiler in­ 
ducements to men to vote who otherwise 
would be classed among the indiderents. 
Some civic privileges or exemptions as en­ 
couragement m ight attach to the citizen 
who, having the physical capacity, goes to 
the polls and votes ; but the idea of affix­ 
ing penalties by way of punishment for 
non-voting is not one that free American 
spirit can contemplate with indifference. 
The better policy is to leave the voter as 
free as is possible from direction as to his 
voting duty, and not attem pt to visit fines 
and imprisonment or any similar punish­ 
ment upon those who reluse to vote.

TE&CHEBS IN COUNCIL 


SECOND DAY'S PROCEEDINGS OF TEE 
COUNTY INSTITUTE. 


K indergarten Tote Give an Interesting 
Exhibition—School M ethods 
Freely Discussed. 


Miss F. 


The Connty Teachers' Institute reassem­ 
bled at 9:30 a. m. yesterday and was called 
to order by Snperintendent Howard. After 
roll-call Miss Hattie Wilson gave a grace­ 
ful rendition of “Miserere.” 
Miss M. Alys Pullman then exhibited to 
the admiring audience various accomplish­ 
ments of kindergarten “tots.'1 First they 
represented the blacksmith shoeing hi3 
horse; but instead of the horse's hoof, each 
tot toot the foot of Its neighbor and ham­ 
mered upon it. Then the children were 
given belis, with which they kept perfect 
time to music played on the piano. The 
“Motion Sone, which followed, well illus­ 
trated children's imitative faculties, giving 
by various gestures of the little hands and 
arms what older persons would have to ex­ 
press in words, and at the same time lay­ 
ing a foundation for iuiure exercises in 
calisthenics. 
Charles V. Osborne read a paper on 
“Pedagogics,” in which he dwelt with em­ 
phasis on the impractical manner of teach­ 
ing children. He said that higher educa­ 
tion, without a practical use of the same, 
was not necessary to good citizenship. The 
nation looks, not to its highly educated 
men for advice, but to its practical, reason­ 
ing men. The duty of the teacher is. not 
to cram the youthful mind with iacts, but 
to teach the child to think for himself and 
to rely upon himself. 
Tell the child 
how, and he will not ask why There is too 
much cramming and too little UDfolding 
in the present school system. The hope of 
promotion keeps up a temporary, but not 
a lasting, interest in studies. Narrow the 
many text-book facts down to a few and 
enlarge upon the few; then the child will 
become a thinking being instead of a ma­ 
chine for remembering. In speaking of 
school government, Mr. Osborne said that 
as a rule, only poor teachers have poor 
government. 
The bringing in of bugs, 
throwing spit-balls, etc” did not rttirct 
upon the scholars, but upon the teachers. 
Guard against too much government, but 
good order is the sine qua non of success. 
A short rece.-s was declared, afier which 
E P. Howe, Jr . gave the teachers some 
good ideas in regard to the collecting and 
preservation of” insects. Have plenty of 
specimens and an ordinarv cabinet in 
which to preserve them. Let the children 
learn to notice and compare, being sure of 
each insect's habits ; note the injurious in­ 
sects and their destructive qualities. Mr. 
Howe thinks the study of entomology a 
great benefit to children in the country, 
and if the teachers would all do their duty, 
the bugs would have his heartfelt sym­ 
pathy. 
Superintendent Fisher, of Alameda, re­ 
gretted the lack of entomology-teaching in 
the schools. He thought a few of the more 
destructive and of the more useful insects 
could be taken and understood in every 
school. Mr. Fisher then spoke in a most 
vivid and impressive manner of "Patriot­ 
ism in the Public Schools." Patriotism 
cannot be taught as one of the studies. 
People are patriotic because they love 
everything connected with the land in 
which they were born or in which their 
childhood was spent. Thtir country is en­ 
deared to them from the many struggles 
which it has undergone and the Victories it 
has won. It is not to American children 
that American teachers should teach pa­ 
triotism, but to foreigners coming to make 
homes and gain liberty in the land of the 
free. Mr. Fisher would have the American 
flag waving over everv school-house in the 
land, and he would have its significance 
explained many times. 
Mrs. E. B. Purneil responded with a few 
fitting remarks. She said that patriotism 
did not consist of a boisterous celebration 
on the Fourth of July—it was born of a 
deeper feeling. Patriotism has been mani­ 
fested in all ages. Miltiades and his heroes 
of Marathon, Oliver Cromwell, William 
the Silent—all these were patriots of other 
countries. Webster and Washington were 
true patriots of America. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
I d the afternoon Miss Mabel Barnes fa­ 
vored the audience with a vocal soio. Lit­ 
tle Annie Langhlin recited in a most capti­ 
vating mann -r, and was loudly encored. 
Superintendent Fisher spoke at some 
lengtn. defining “The Relation of Trustees 
and School Officers to the Public Schools.” 
His remarks would have been of greater 
benefit had more Tru-tees been present. 
Only two being on hand, they were called 
npou for their opinions iu regard to the 
subject. 
Mr. Welty, of Pacific District, stated that 
he always allowed the teacher to run the 
school according to her own ideas. 
Someone then retuaked that “the trouble 
we hear about must be caused by Trustees’ 
wives. ' 
Mr. Welty couldn't say as to that, but 
thought Trustees "pretty good fellows.” 
He then went on to state that he was very 
much interested in education, and had 
been trying for a long time to revise the 
English language, '.here bsing no reason 
why such a difference should exist in 
‘'mansion" and "mention," "gem" and 
“jam," etc. He thought a reconstructiou 
of the English language wou'.d save a vast 
amount of money In the teaching of it. 
Mr. Lipowi'z thought the idea a good 
one, although “a chestnut." and that 
“ wife" should be spelled “yf.” 
Mr. Simons, an ex-teacher, spoke a few 
encouraging words to the teachers, narrat­ 
ing some of his early experiences. 
Mr. Jackson was next called upon, and 
replied: ‘ I came cot here to talk." 
A few minutes were given to recreation. 
Miss Mary Quinn favored the assemblage 
with a piano solo. 
Mr. J. H. Pond was listened to with 
great attention while reading "Pride ¡n Our 
Vocation.”

MOUNTAIN WATER. 
The Blue Lakes Euterprise Apparently 
Assum ing Shape. 
Now that the question of an increased 
water supply for this city is being talked 
of, the following statement from the Con­ 
tra Costa Gazette may not be without inter­ 
est to people in this vicinity: “At a 
special meeting of the Stockton Board of 
Trade last Friday evening J. S. Emery, of 
the Blue Lakes Water Company, presented 
an outliue of the project of that company 
for supplying Stockton, Oakland and other 
cities with fresh water from the Blue Lakes 
of Alpine county. Mr. Emery said that it 
was proposed to start with 100,000 shares of 
stock, but only one-half of this amount 
would be issued, and it would be assessed 
at $0 a share. With the $-300.000 _ thus 
raised the bonded indebtedness would be 
taken up and the corporation would then 
place a mortgage for $5 000,000 on the prop­ 
erty at 5 per cent, interest, payable in fifty 
years. The bonds could be floated at par. 
“It was further stated that the pressure 
at Stockton would be equal to a vertical 
column of 900 teet high aud would be suffi­ 
cient for water-power purposes. Mr. Emery 
explained that the company preferred to 
lay its mains to the city and contract to 
supply so much water daily and let the 
city make the rates and provide for its dis­ 
tribution. Mr. Emery said that he thought 
it would take about a’vear to get the water 
to Stockton. A committee of five was ap­ 
pointed by the Board of Trade to confer 
with Mr: Étnery and his associates and ar­ 
range for a future public meeting for the 
purpose of consultation. 
“The above project is of especial interest 
to Martinez aud the other towns along the 
water front of Contra Costa county, as in 
all probability the mains will be laid along 
the line of the Southern Pacific Company. 
It would insure a bonntifui supply of good 
water, and be au incentive to the establish­ 
ment of manufactories on the water front."

NOT GUILTY. 
Tlie B urglary C harge A gainst the A ther- 
toil* Not Sustained. 
J. C. and EL Atherton were tried in 
Judge Armstrong's Court yesterday on 
charges oi burglary.

W HAT CAUSED IT . 


B oom ing a C ountry L eads th e O regon 
Im p ro v em en t In to T rouble. 
S eattle, N ovem ber 25th.—Resident M an­ 
ager McNeil, of the Oregon Im provem ent 
Com pany, w hen inform ed of the reported 
application of a receivership of his com ­ 
pany, sim ply said: “ I don’t know anything 
about it, and have n o th in g to say about it.” 
F rom another w ell-inform ed quarter it 
was learned th at the trouble da!e3 back to 
the c!os£. of V iilard's m anagem ent of the 
com pany. 
W hen he left the com pany 
there was a floating debt of several m ill 
ions, the existence of w hjch could net be 
explain: d. 
T his debt has never been paid 
off. 
W hen the tin t m ortgage on the prop 
erty was issued, the bonds were not im m e­ 
diately sold. but were hypothecated to raise 
m oney, ar.d the com pany was on the verge 
of defaulting in the paym ent of m oney and 
going in to the hands cf a receiver, and a 
second m ortgage for $15 000,000 was given 
last spring, and bonds were issued, the pro­ 
ceeds of which were to be used in building 
the Port Tow nsend Southern R ailroad from 
P ort Tow nsend, ab-ng the west shore of 
H ood's Canal to Olym pia, Seattle and the 
N orthern R ailroad trom Anacortes up the 
Skagit river to H am ilton, and the building 
of the O lym pia and Chebalis valley ro&d, 
w hich was from O lym pia to Tenino. 
The 
last-nam ed road wes to form part oi the 
P ort Tow nsend Southern, w hich it was 
proposed to extc-nd linally to Portland. 
The e bonds were never sold, but were hy­ 
pothecated in the sam e way B3 the first 
i»sue. 
T nc bonds are now falling due, and 
are unde stood to be I be cause cf the trouble. 
The Oregon Im provem ent Com pany’s 
troubles are undoubtedly due to the build­ 
ing <f the railroads fo r'th e prom otions of 
tow nsire schem es and w ithout the hope of 
tu rn in g operadng expenses.

Sm ith of 
New Y ork, through their attorneys, m ade 
application for the appointm ent of a re­ 
ceiver ior th e Oregon Im provem ent Com­ 
pany, organized under the laws of Oregon. 
T he application sets forth th at in order to 
secure the credit of the com pany under the 
present financial situation, it is necessary 
th at a receiver should be appointed. 
T he application show s that all the prop­ 
erties o f the Oregon Im provem ent Com- 
pauy are subject to liens. 
The first lieu is 
w hat is know n as the first m ortgage of the 
com pauy, m ade to the Farm ers' Loan and 
T rust C om pany as trustee and dated De­ 
cem ber 1, 1880, and the second is w hat is 
know n as th e consolidated mortgage of the 
Oregon Im provem ent Com pany, m ade to 
th e F arm ers' Loan and T rust Com pany as 
trustee, and dated N ovem ber 1, 1889. 
The 
first m ortgage was m ade to secure the issue 
of $5,000,000 first m urtgace bonds, pavable 
D ecem ber 1, 1910. w ith iuterest at 6 per 
cent., payable in D ecem ber and June. 
R onds secured by consolidated m ortgage 
to the am ount of $1 514,000 of the princi­ 
pal, being equal in am ount to the entire 
am ount outstanding of the first mortgage, 
are now in possession of the Farm ers’ Loan 
and T rust C om pany of New Y ork, as tru s­ 
tee. 
Consolidated m ortgage bonds to the 
am ount of $800,000 are outstanding. Loans 
to th e atr-ouut of $1,750,000, secured from 
individuals aud corporations, will m ature 
in a few days. 
M any c f these loans are 
held in New Y ork city. 
A ll of the firet- 
n rengage bonds are now outstaDdrng ex­ 
cept about $50j ,000 that have been retired 
and canceled by the operation of the sin k ­ 
ing fund provided for in the m ortgage.

THE COMPANY ALL RIGHT. 
P ortland, N ovem ber 25th.—J.C . H aines, 
general attorney for the Oregon Im prove­ 
m ent Com pany, said this afternoon : “ The 
objrCt of the com pany, so far as it has 
gone, is sim ply to preserve th e integrity of 
the present system and keep it together. 
W e w ant to prevent thecom pany’s property 
from being broken into fragm ents and sold 
u n d er an attachm ent for tl jated indebted­ 
ness. If it is so broken up the sales thereof 
w ould be ruinous to not only the stock­ 
holders, but to the creditors as well. 
If 
tn.i com pany is not disintregated it can pay 
off every dollar of i's indebtedness, w hich 
w. . not exceed $7.000,000, while the cotn- 
pt; y's property is w orth at least $10,000,000.

ies 
T he N orthern Pacific declined an ou t­ 
right purchase of the Seattle and N orthern 
ru n., and was satisfied with a ninetv-nine 
years’ traffic agreem ent. 
T he road had. 
how ever, served the purpose of boom ing 
property. 
It traversed som e rich land on 
the Sound, both agricultural nnd m ineral, 
aud m ay soou become a rich source of rev ­ 
enue. 
W ith tb e Port Tow nsend Southern the 
circum stances are different. 
It is entirely isolated from any railroad 
system until it is extended to O lym pia, a 
distance of eighty m iles. 
For h a lf this 
distance it would traverse the base of the 
O lym pic m ountains and would have to de­ 
pend for business oa the products of a nar­ 
row strip of land. 
T he settlem ent of this 
strip has only begun, end while theiuonnt- 
aius are reported to be ricb in m inerals, 
th eir developm ent has not even pr.igressed 
so far as prospecting, and all that is known 
is th e result of an exploration m ide w ithin 
th e iast year 
T h e coBBtiuctmn c f a i oil road through 
sue.1: a section offered no inducem ents to 
practical railr. fd w ee, «tul it was found 
in :.i ssiblc to sell tha tw enty miles of road 
fr. u Port Tow n-end to Hooker's Lake. 
T h u ’, th e chance of reseliiug these two 
roa k disappeared ar.d the borrowed m oney 
us 1 in building them , instead of being 
reaPzed w ith pr. tit, tveam e a perm anent 
investm ents w ith only prospective profits 
One railroad official found another cause 
o f th e trouble in tb e variety of the lines of 
business in w hich the Oregon Im prove­ 
m ent C om pany is engaged. 
It is operating 
railroads, steam ers, coal m ines, wharves 
and saw m ilis, requiring the services of 
m en of th e highest ability in each of these 
lines to w hom m uch m ust be trusted, as 
the general officers could not be expected 
to be fam iliar w ith every branch of the 
bu : ness. 
Y et every proposal to buy any 
one c f these properties has m et w ith a re­ 
fusal. t he officers being determ ined to sell 
all together or none.

N ovem ber 2 5 th —A n 
action was begun to-day by the people of 
th e S ta'e ex rel. the B ank Com m issioners, 
to restrain the D im e Savings B ank from 
continuing its business. 
I t is alleged in 
th e com plaint th at the bank has violated 
th e provisions of its charter and earned on 
its business in an unsafe w aDner. 


T he Com m issioners exam ined the books 
of the concern and discovered that its capi­ 
tal of $1075 was underm ined by tbe pay­ 
m ent of $93 for expenses. 
It is also stated that th e loans m ade by 
the bank bave been m ade upon poor secur­ 
ities. and that the bank officials have bot- 
rowed the corporation’s funds and given no 
security therefor. 
The Directors of the bank are M. M. 
Moore, W illiam W. W ilson, O. E Moore 
and C. F. Foster. 
It is further claim ed 
th at the m inutes of tbe stockholders and 
Directors’ m eetings are very vague and do 
not show ihe election of a full Board of 
Directors. 
There is $0,326 due the deposit­ 
ors and the bank has not earned $20 since 
it was organized. 
The Court is asked to appoint a receiver 
to care for the bank and also to revoke the 
bank’s charter. 
A tem porary restraining order was issued 
by Judge M urphy, and A. L, G utte'son was 
ap poiutel receiver.
